Old-Timer Looks on City After | 
32 Years and Sees Big Change 


Tries to Find Bearings by Old Landmarks—Bulletin 
Building, Firehall and Ancient Opera House 


Reminiscent tales of Edmonton in the roaring nineties are recounted 


| by Bob Wilson, pioneer Alberta printer and formerly a well-known figure 
here, who is visiting the city for the first time since 1896. Mr, Wilson 
expressed himself as amazed with the wonderfu! growth and progress of 
the city, and said he was trying to pick up his bearings by such old land- 
marks as the Bulletin office, the firehall, Alberta hotel, and the old opera 
house 
| He recalled the early newspaper days in the city 
and spoke with thinly-veiled regret of the numerous police 
that were paid by the Bulletin printers for their brothers in distress 
“Those were the days when every printer that came to town was locked 
up for the night on general principles, and the Bulletin boys would effect 
thelr rélease in the morning by paying whatever fine was imposed,"’ Bob 
explained 

He said he brought a hockey team from Calgary in ‘96, and played 
three games with Edmonton, Fort Saskatchewan police, and Strathcona
